“The beet sugar crop will be 
coming in soon,” he declared, “and 
this may aid the situation to some 
extent.” 


McBryde declared that at the 
present time the Crockett refinery 
is running to full capacity, but that 
the demand has been increasing and 
the supply of raw sugar is’ not 
available. 

“The sale of the large Cuban 
supply of raw sugar to Europe has 
cut down the amount obtainable in 
the United States,” he, declared. 
“At the ipregent time the usual 
supply of beet. sugar which has 
formerly been prodyced in Europe 
is not on the market owing to the 
lack of farming and: Burope is se- 
curing its supply almost entirely 
from: the Cuban plantations which 
formerly supplied the United 
States.” 

McBryde declared ' the wavering 
market was unavoidable but that 
the law of supply and demand will 
eventually stabilize the price again.
